GOES TO ALBUQUERQUE. 


Threatened With Bodily Harm 
and Virtually Compelled to 
Leave Texas City.

EL PASO, Tex., June 2.—At peace 
with the world and convoyed by his 
press agent, Dr. David Starr Jordan is 
on his way from here to Albuquerque, 
N. M. He came here to set adrift ce;- 
tain thought waves of peace intended to 
allay the warlike irritation which af- 
flicts the border. | 

The polige kept him from open in- 
sult or injury, but they could not Keep 
people from calling him by telephone 
and commanding him to leave at once, 
o: from writing him sizzling anony- 
mous letters. 

The bearer of the olive branch is 
about as popular here as a wet dog at 
a church social. “I came here for the 
purpose of discussing with certain gen- 
tlemen the present strained situation 
between Mexico and the United States” 
the doctor said, ‘to the cnd that war 
might be averted of possible. Amos 
Pinchot, Oswald Villard and _  oth- 
er men I know well telexraphed me and 
asked me to come. There were to be 
three American and three Mexican dele- 
gates—William Jennings Bryan, Frank 
Walsh of Kansas City, and myself for 
the United States, and Modestus C. Rol- 
land, a civil engineer; Dr. Atl and Man- 
uel Rojas for Mexico. Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. Walsh have not appeared, though 
I was assured they would be here. Two 
of the Mexican delegates have not ar- 
rived, and I am informed it is the in- 
tention of the E) Paso authorities to ar- 
reet Dr. At! and deport him if he at- 
tempts to come here. ‘

‘Dr. Jordan Expécta War. 

“T am satisfied to have tried. It 
seems to mé we are drifting surely 
t»> war, and none of the incidents be- 
lew the border justify that. For the 
purpose of making it look good in the 
histories. I am anxious that we inter- 
vene on the general ground that the 
wider condition demands it, not that 
these minor incidents have brought it 
about.

Dr. Jordan sat in the parlor near his 
reom in the hotel. He did- not like

add their opinion of Dr. Jordan’s mis- 
s:on. It grew tiresome and he stayed 
avay from the telephone. 


EE] Paso authorities were confronted 
vith a rather delicate situation in en- 
tertaining the distinguished educator 
from the West, the former head of Le- 
‘land Stanford University, because he 
was here in the interest of peace, and 
I}l Paso is essentially for war.

HOLSBACH DIVORCE 
CASEHAS RECORD 
HERE FOR LENGTH 


Begun in April, 1907, and Possi- 
bly Will Go on for Several 
Years More. 


Mrs. Nellie Holsbach of 3744 Louisiana 
avenue, who began suing John P. Hols- 
bach, a dentist, of 3801 South Grand ave- 


nue, for divorce more than nine years 
ago, hopes to obtain her freedom 
through a decision now pending in the 
Supreme Court at Jefferson City. The 
case, which has been going on in some 
form most of the time since April 1%, 
1907, is the longest in St. Louis court 
records. 

On the third hearing of her suit, near- 
ly four years ago, Mrs. Holsbach won 
a divorce decree, but her husband. car- 
ried the case to the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, and that court decided in the 
wife’s favor, March 28 last. Holsbach 
then appealed to the Supreme Court for 
a writ of certiorari, to require a review 
of the proceeding. 

A decision is expected in the Supremé 
Court within a short time, and tf the 
husband’s application for a writ should 
be denied, lawyers say, he will have no 
further recourse, and that the wife’s di- 
vorce decree will stand. 

If the writ of certiorari should be is- 
sued, the litigation may be protracted 
for several years longer. 

In her first suit, filed in 1907, Mrs. 
Holsbach charged neglect and indigni- 
ties, specifying that her husband stayed 
away from: home at night, and failed 
to carry fuel for keeping the house 
warm. 

Holsbach filed a crossbill, charging 
that his wife nagged him, and was une 
willing to have children. The wife ob- 
tained a divorce decree Dec. 23, 1997, but 
Holsbach appealed to the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, and a new trial was 
ordered.,. In the second trial, Circuit 
Judge Kinsey dismissed both the wife's 
petition and the husband's crossbill, 
and the Court of Appeals denied a mo- 
tion for a rehearing. 

The Holsbachs had one child, . Mellie, 
and litigation over her custody, educa- 
tion and religious training figured in 
the original suit and the rehearing. 
Holsbach filed a habeas corpus suit 
April 9, 1909, for possesion of the child, 
alleging that a former order of Court, 
permitting him to see the child at cer- 
tain times, had not been obeyed. A new 
order was made, by which the father 
had to pay $10 a month for the child's 
benefit. 

At this time Mrs. Holsbach sent her 
husband a formal letter. offering a 
reconciliation. The husband did not ac- 
cede to this proposal, and March 15, 
1912, she again sued for divorce. Cir- 
cult Judge Barth granted her a decree 
Sept. 18, 1912, and the husband then be- 
gan the appeal proceedings which are 
still pending. 

The d'vurce case has been tn the Circuit 
Court three times, in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals twice, and is row in the Su- 
pweme Court for the first time. Mrs. 
Holsbach's counsel, at different stages 
of the case, have been W. F.. Woerner, 
Huso Grimn:, Walther & Muench, and 
®. E. Schnepp, who now represents her. 
The husband has been represented by 
Jucron & Green and E. V. P. Schnelde-- 
nahn. and is now represented by George 
B. Webster.

1917 CONVENTION 
UF WORLD Abt 


City Gets 57 Votes to 36 for 
Cincinnati, 4 for St. Paul, 
and One for Denver. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—The 1917 
convention of the Associated Advertis- 
ing Club of the World was awarded to 
St. Louis by vote of the convention to- 
day. St. Louis defeated Cincinnati for 
the honor. | 

The vote was St. Louis 57, Cincinnati 
36, St. Paul 4 and Denver 1. 


Herbert S. Houston was re-elected 
president of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs at the same time. 

About midnight a number of Cincin- 
nati enthustasts obtained white chalk 
and toured the central section of the 
city, painting ‘‘Cincinnati 1917’ on walls, 
sidewalks and billboards. Members of 
the St. Louis delegation discovered the 

“stunt’’ early this morning. 

A squad of volunteers from the St. 
Louis club, headed by Arthur Siegel, 
sallied forth to counteract the efforts of 
the Cincinnati boosters. First they tried 
to obtain some chalk of the same kind 
and change ‘1917 to ‘1918,”’ but fail- 
ing to find any of the chalk at such an 
hour of the morning, they procured a 
bucket of water and a mop from thelr 
hotel and painstakingrty erased . every 
sign they could find. An inspection trip 
by a scouting party at daylight this 
morning showed, Siegel said, that their 
efforts had been eminently success- 
fy).

Columbus Hears 6 Who Killed 
Parker Couple Were Caught 
This Side of Line. 


COLUMBUS, N. M.. June 28.—Army 
officers are investigating a report 
that the murderers of William Parker 
and his bride on their ranch about 
35 miles southwest of Hachita were 
caught early today von this side of 
the border and killed. The report 
has not been verified. 

Cow punchers of the Diamond A and 
U-bar ranches today sent a courier io 
Hachita with news that they had locat- 
ed a hot trail and were following it into 
Mexico. It was feured that fresh com- 
plications .may arise from the venture 
as the cowboys probably are well into 
the interior by, this time. 

Six Mexicans were arrested in Hach- 


cated in the Parker killing. 

A couriet who took the bodies of 
the victims to Hachita gaid that they 
had Leen’ found in a bedroom, each 
having been shot through the body 
several times. The house had been 
looted and hoof prints about the 
premises indicated that a large num- 
ber of horsemen comprised the band. 

It was reported today that while 
employes of the Diamond A ranch, 
nine miles east of Hachita, were help- 
ing hunt the slayers of the Parkers, 
the ranch was raided last night and 
a number of horses taken. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. C. Waterman, 
commanding the Hachita district, tele- 
graphed the following report of the in- 
cident to military headquarters here: 

“Reported that Mr. and Mrs. William 
Parker were murdered near Double

Civil authorities and de- 
tachments of cavalry from Clenegas, 
Alamo, Hueco and Culbertson’s ranch 
have taken up the trail.

Offi- 
cials still expect President Wtison to 
go to Congress tomorrow if Carranza 
fails to act or replies unfavorably. Any- 
thing short of immediate release of 
the American troopers will be unsatis- 
factory. No suggestions or proposal of 
negotiations in this regard will be ac- 
cepted. 

Rodgers’ statement that Carranza of- 
ficials appeared to be conducting an in- 
quiry into the Carrizal clash was inter- 
preted here as indicating rather that 
the reply would support previous asser- 
tions that American troops were respon: 
sible than that a change of attitude was 
to be expected. 

Wants Support of Latina, 

Carranza’s delay in replying is be- 
lieved here to be due largely to his 
hope to have South and Central Amer- 
ican countries agree fully to his course 
before he takes a final step. 

President Wilson had a busy day. 
Senator Lewis of TWinois was one of 
the callers who discussed the Mexican 
problem. 

“The President expressed the wish to 
me,’ Senator Lewis said, “that what- 
ever discussion there might be In Con- 
gress on the Mexican situation should 
be conducted entirely in a nonpartisan 
manner.”

A note protesting against outrages 
against Mexican citizens alleged to have 
been committed by an American force, 
3000 strong, marching from San Geroni- 
mo toward Valle, was sent to the State 
Department today by Eliseo Arredondo, 
Mexican Ambassador designate, on in- 
structions from the Carranza Foreign 
Office. 

Vigorous complaint against the al- 
leged arrest and mistreatment of 300 
e'villans at La Cruz is registered in the 
note, with a request that officers, re- 
sponsible be punished and steps taken 
to prevent a recurrence of such an in- 
cident. 

Apache scouts with the Americans 
were charged with brutal treatment of 
the peoplé in their path. The column 
referred to is presumed to be a part of 
Gen. Pershing’s main force moving 
northward from the advanced base at 
Namaquipa in accordance with orders 
to draw in the lines tn preparation for 
a possible general assault by Mexicans.

MAY OPPOSE 


Number of Graduates Have 
Gone Into Mexican Army as 
Commissioned Officers. 


In the event of war with Mexico, it 
fs probable that a number of Mexican 
graduates of Western Military Academy. 
at Upper Alton, will be aligned against 
the United States as officers in the 
Mexican army. 

Others, however, are bitterly opposed 
to the Carranza Government and favor 
the establishment of a protectorate over 
Mexico in the United States. “hese in 
most instances are members of wealthy 
families which have been driven from 
Mexico by the Carranza government, 
and whose estates have been confis- 
cated. 

For years wealthy and aristocratic 
Mexican families have sent their young 
to the United States for military train- 
ing, and Western Military Academy got 
a large share of the number. Most of 
the Western graduates afterward ac- 
cepted commisions: in the Mexican army. 

Among the W. M. A. graduates are 
Moises Carranza, a nephew of the First 
Chief, and Jesus Arredondo, who is. re- 
lated to the Mexican Ambassador-des- 
ignate at Washington. Jesus Arredondo 
was graduated in 1906 and Moises Car- 
ranza in 1907. 

Two Cadet Captains, 

Two Mexrcan students, by their pro- 
ficiency in military skill, attained the 
highest cadet rank in the school, that 
of cadet captain. One of these was 
Miguel Torres of Torreon, who was 
graduated in 1912, after seven years “‘in- 
struction” at Alton. Torres went to 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
then to Mexico to drill volunteers in the 
army. He left the government service 
when Carranza camo into power, not be- 
ing in sympathy with the Carranza Gov- 
érnment. The Torres family property 
was confiscated, and the academy rec- 
ords do not show Torres’ whereabouts. 

Roberto Sada of Monterey, who was 
graduated in 1904, and who was a 
senior captain, took an engineering 
course in the University of Michigan 
and until recently was city engineer of 
Monterey. His cousin, Alberto Sada, is 
now a Western student. Recently the 
Sada family chartered six cars and 
moved to El Paso. 

Among other graduates are Enrique 
Gorastieta of Monterey, '06: Americo and 
Virgolio Larralde, brothers, of Monte- 
rey. the former being graduated in 1908 
and the latter in 1912; Andres and Jesus 
Eppen, brothers, of Gomez Palacio. 
graduated in 1913; Gabriel, William and 
Salvador Ochoa, brothers, of Guadala- 
jara, graduated in 1912, and Victor Hec- 
tor of Chihuahua, ‘13. ;

Naon Says He Has Made No Mediation 
Offer, but Expects a Peaceful 
Settlement. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—Romulo 5. 
Naon, Argentine Ambassador to the 
linited States, issued a statement 
here today in which he said _ that 
while he had made no offer of medi- 
ation looking to the settlement of 
the differences between the United 
States and México, he was “in candor 
confident that the present crisis will 

be peacefully settled.”’ 

The formal statement of the Am- 
hassador, prompted, he said, by pub- 
lished renorts that he had offered 
mediation to the United States is as 
follows: 

“I have made no offer, but it is 
unnecessar} to say that the Argen- 
tine Government is always disposed 
to work for the peace of America. 

“Pan-Americanism, which is vital 
for all the countries of the continent, 
whether great or small, strong or 
weak, make a war between two 
American nations utterly inconceiv- 
able. I am, in candor, confident that 
the present crisis will be peacefully 
settled. We must make evident that 
no matter how great the differe~-exs 
between two American Governments, 
the continental interests of union and 
concord are supreme and inconsistent 
with recourse to violence as a means 
of settling international disputes in 
America.”

Dispatch reporter of the mysterious 
Independent Voters’ League, an or- 
ganization formed for the purpose of 
defeating all Catholics at elections, 
developed today that Albert J. Mor- 
rison of 4546 North Market street is 
the paid organizer in Mis- 


souri. 

Morrison's name 
used in connection with the league in 
its secret literature, members being 


advised in letters from the league 
headquarters to address all communi- 
cations to “A. J. Morrison, P. O. Box 
656.” 

When the reporter called at the 
North Market street address this 
morning he was met by Morrison’s 
wife. Morrison, she said, is out of 
the city and is now in Kansas City, 
where he is engaged in his work of 
organization, 

“What do you want to see Mr. Mor- 
rison about,” his wife asked. 

The reporter explained that as Mor- 
rison’s name was the only one used in 
connection with the league he pre- 
Bumed that he was the head of the 
organization in St. Louis and had 
therefore called to ask him about its 
activities.

“He’s not the head of anything, he’s

\woman exclaimed heatedly. 


Asked if she knew who the heads 
of the organization are or if she could 
give the reporter the names of any 
of the league’s leading members, Mrs. 
Morrison said she could not. 

“Why don’t you go to the office 
of the league downtown,” she said. 
“Call up Olive 1200, they can give you 
all. the information you want there.” 

The telephone number mentioned 
by Mrs. Morrison is that of the Bur- 
gess Printing Co., of which Charles T. 
Burgess is the head, in the Benoist 
Building, Ninth and Pine streets. 

Mrs. Morrison said she did not know 
where the secret headquarters of the 
league are located but said she was 
always able to reach her husband when 
he is in town by calling this telephone 
number. 

The location of the secret headquar- 
ters of the organization was revealed 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. They 
are in a room on the third floor of the 
Benoist Building, -within a few feet of 
Burgess Printing establishment, on the 
same floor. 

The occupants of the office are a man 
about 55 or 60 years old and u girl 
stenographer. There is an air of mys- 
tery about the place. Callers are ad- 
mitted only after they hgve given a cer- 
tain rap on the glass panel of the door 
and after they have been inspected 
through a crack in the door by one of 
those inside. 


Mail Is Heavy. 


Large quantities of mail are carried 
into the office daily, never by a regu- 
lar carrier, and Burgess has been seen 
by other tenants in the building emerg- 
ing from the room carrying baskets of 
old letters, which he took into his print- 
ing shop. 

The occupants of the ofice, who have 
been in it several weeks, have refused 
to permit the regular jorter in the 


building to enter the room to sweep’ 


and clean it. 

The mystery enshrouding the office 
has arroused the curiosity of other 
tenants in the building and for more 
than a week it has been the subject of 
discussion and speculation. 

Burgess when questioned by a.reporter 
concerning his connection with the se- 
cret league denied that he is a member 
or that he knows anything of its work- 
ings or purposes. He was recognized 
as one of those who attended the 
league’s secret meeting in the Odeon 
last Sunday night, which was attended 
by several politicians, two of whom 
are candidates for office, and admitted 
he was there. 

He said he had beet invited by a 
friend to attend the meeting, but de- 
clared he could not remember the name 
of the friend who extended the invita- 
tion. 

While the reporter was talking to Bur- 
gess the stenographer from the league's 
secret office came into his shop and 
announced to him that “Mr. Harding 
was awaiting him’’ in the other of- 
fice. 

The man referred to by the girl is 
Green F. clarding, a former employe of 
the City Plan Commission, who was re- 
vealed more than a year ago as an 
active member of the Voter's League, 
and who resigned his position with the 
city to devote his time to the league's 
interests.

Mr. Hughes’ announcement of his 
dinner engagement with Col. Roosevelt 
for this evening was accompanied. by 
an explanation from one of his secre- 
taries, who said that in addition to the 
note in which Mr. Hughes thanked the 
Colonel for indorsing him, Mr. Hughes 
had sent the Colonel a “personal let- 
ter” inviting him for dinner at his ear- 
liest convenience. 


“Most Happy to Accept.” 

“The personal letter’’ was carried to 
the Colonel at Oyster Bay early yester- 
day morning by Joseph McMullen, who 
was one of Mr. Hughes’ undersecreta- 
ries when the presidential candidate was 
Governor of New York. The Colone! 
sent a note back to Mr. Hughes by Mc- 
Mullen, saying he would be most happy 
to accept and that this evening would 
be a, most convenient time. 

The dinner is to be served in the suite 
occupied by Mr. Hughes since he came 
to the city following his acceptance 
of the presidential nomination. Only the 
Colonel and Mr. Hughes are ta be pres- 
ent. 


Haven’t Met Since 1910. 

Col. Roosevelt and Mr. Hughes have 
not met even to exchange greetings, 
since July 12, 1910. So far as knewn, 
Only one letter has passed between them 
during the six years that have elapsed. 
Upon their last meeting Mr. Hughes, 
who had resigned as Governor only a 
few days before, to accept the Supreme 
Court judgeship, went to Oyster Bay to 
heve a talk with the Colonel. It is not 
known whether the Colonel invited him 
ar that time or if Mr. Hughes visited 
Sagamore Hill of his own accord. 

So far as Mr: Hughes is concerned, it 
was intimated at his headquarters last 
night he will have nothing to say about 
his meeting with the Colonel. Whether 
the Colonel will be content to leave the 
Hotel Astor and motor back to Oyster 
Bay without giving voice to his estimate 
of Mr. Hughes as a host after six years 
or nonassociation, is a matter of specu- 
letion. 

William R. Willcox, chosen vesterday 
as chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, is a lawyer, former Post- 
master of New York and until 1913 chair- 
man of the Public Service Commission 
of New York. He is a personal and po- 
litical friend of the nominee. His selec- 
tion results from Mr. Hughes’ desire to 
have as chairman a resident of New 
York, known to him personally; a man 
somewhat removed from recent political 
developments, not allied with any fac- 
tion of the party and acceptable to Re- 
publicans and Progressives alike.

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} [CASEMENT SAYS 
GERMANY DID NOT 
FINANCE REVOLT 


Reads Statement in Court Saying 
He Rejected Every Offer of 
Help by Teutons. 


LONDON, June 28.—Sir Roger Cese- 
ment, charged with high treason, 
read a statement to the court today 
after a motion to dismiss the indict- 
ment against him on the ground of 
lack of jurisdiction had been over- 
ruled. 

While summing up for the defense, 
Attorney Sullivan collapsed as he 
was in the midst of an impassioned 
appeal and the court adjourned until 
tomorrow morning. At that time the 
defense will continue with its plea. 

Sir Roger's statement was delivered 
in a clear voice, but it was plain he 
was laboring under a great nervous 
strain. The prisoner leaned heavily 
on the rail of the dock and his hand 
that held the paper shook. Sir Roger 
said: 

“My lords and gentlemen of the 
jury, I desire to say a few words, 
only with reference to some allusions 
made by the prosecution. 

“As to my pension and the honor of 
knighthood conferred upon me, I shall 
say one word only. The pension I 
had earned by service rendered and it 
was assigned by law. The knighthood 
it was not in my power to refuse. 

“But there is especial four mis- 
statements given in the evidence 
against me which I must refute. First, 
I never at any time advised Irishmen 
to fight with the Turks against the 
Russians or to fight with the Ger- 
mans on the western front. Second, 
I never asked an Irishman to fight 
for Germany. I have always claimed 
that he has no right to fight for any 
land but Ireland. 

Third, the horrible tInsinuations that 
I got my own people’s rations reduced 
to the starvation point because they 
did not join the Irish brigade is an 
abominable falsehood. The rations 
were necessarily reduced throughout 
Germany owing to the blockade and 
they were reduced for the Irish pris- 
oners at exactly the same time and 
to the same extent as for the Ger- 
man soldiers and the entire popula- 
tion of Germany. The other sugges- 
tion that men were sent to punish- 
ment camps at my instance for not 
joining the Irish brigade is one that 
I need hardly pause to refute. It is 
devoid of all foundation. 

“Fourth, gentlemen, there is the 
widespread imputation of ‘German 
gold.’ I owe it to those in Ireland 
who are assailed with me on this very 
ground to nail the lie once and for all. 
It was published ty newspapers in 
America, I think originating in this 
country, and I cabled to America in- 
structing my American lawyer, Mr. 
Doyle, to proceed against those papers 
for libel. Those who know me know 
the incredibility of this malicious in- 
vention, for they know from all my 
past records that I have never sold 
myself to any man or any Government 
and have never allowed any Govern- 
ment to use me. From the first mo- 
ment that I landed on the continent 
until I came home again to Ireland, 
I never asked or accepted a single 
penny of foreign money, either for 
myself or for any Irish cause or for 
any purpose whatsoever. 

“Money was offered to me in Ger- 
many more than once and offered lib- 
erally and unconditionally, but I re- 
jected every suggestion of the kind 
and I left Germany a poorer man 
than when I entered it. Money I 
could always obtain from my own 
countrymen and I am not ashamed 
here to acknowledge the debt of grat- 
itude I owe to many an Irish friend 
and sympathizer who freely and 
gladly helped me when I was on the 
continent. I trust I have made this 
statement clearly and emphatically 
enough for all men, even my bitterest 
enemies, to comprehend—that a man 
who in the newspapers is ‘just another 
Irish traitor’ may be a gentleman.

Immediately after the prisoner had 
finished speaking Attorney Sullivan rose 
and began an eloquent address in sum- 
ming up. The attorney said the charge 
against Sir Roger was that he had aided 
Germany during the war. He declared 
that Sir Roger was recruiting men for 
service in Ireland after the European 
war had ended and that there was no 
idea of giving aid to Germany. Sir 
Roger, he said, ne >r had asked Irish- 
men to fight for Gcrmany and not one 
atom of aid had been rendered to Ger- 
many. 
Sergt. Sullivan asserted the plan was 
that an Irish brigade was to be quar- 
tered in Germany until after the war. 
If Germany was successful the brigade 
was to proceed to Ireland to strike a 
blow for home rule.

mittee, total $556,980,557. This includes 
the naval bill as revised by the Senate 
subcommittee, $311,406,344; the army ap- 
propriation bill pending in the Senate,

The totals, particularly the large in- 
crease tacked on to the naval bill by the 
Senate subcommittee, have far exceed- 
ed the expectations of the House lead- 
ers, and they do not expect to submit 
their bill now until they can figure more 
accurately what the entire defense pro- 
gram is to cost. 

Probable Treasury Balance. 

Secretary McAdoo is understood to 
have told the chairman that he consid- 
ered the Treasury’s condition, except for 
the extraordinary defense expenditures, 
as satisfactory and expected to have 
a general balance fund of approximately 
$198,000,000 on hand at the close .of the 
fiscal year next week. 

The revenue bill, as prepared in com- 
mittee, proposes to raise $210, 000,000, 
which embraces approximately $100,000, - 
000 additional from the income tax, $50,- 
000,000 from an in! ~itance tax and $60,- 
000,000 from a tax on net receipts or 
profits of munitions plants.

from his ride which he takes regularly 
every day. Then more work until din- 
ner and then some after dinner. If he 
goes down to the lines or perhaps to 
confer with Gen. Joffre in the one car 
which alone of all the cars carrying 
staff officers and Generals along the 
roads flies the British flag the routine 
for that day is broken. 

Like Gen. Joffre, he sleeps long hours. 
A rested mind is a clear mind for great 
responsibilities. Like von Hindenburg, 
he never reads fiction. When reading 
has not to do with his profession it is 
of serious books and monthiies and 
quarterlies. Even during the battle «f 
Ypres, when it was touch and go with 
disaster, he slept as soundly as Joffre 
during the battle of the Marne. At a 
crisis of the retreat from Mons he re- 
marked as quietly as if he were giving 
a direction to an aid: ‘‘We shall have 
to hold on here for awhile if we all die 
for it.” 

There is never any question about 
these modern scientific soldier organ- 
izers. gain, during the retreat, when 
a certain General became somewhat de- 
moralized, Sir Douglas took him by the 
arm and walked up and down with him 
in silence till he was over his fit of 
nerves on that terrib'e August day. 
Those who work with him know that 
his sign of anger is a prolonged silence 
of a telling kind. He has a temper, but 
does not let it get past his lips, they 
say. He has, too, a keen sense of hu- 
mor, with a Scotch flavor. 

The impression he leaves on a caller 
is that of a leader without illusions; a 
soldier who sees with a soldier’s logic; 
who is not afraid to be patient. 


Period of Preparation. 
“In your Civil War,’’ he said, ‘“‘it was 


a case of raising armies of untrained 
men to fight armies of untrained men, 
while with us th@ small nucleus of reg- 
ular officers whd survived the retreat 
had to train even larger forces to meet 
a military machine which had had #4 
years of preparation. Not only man to 
man, but in organization, must we make 
ourselves superior to our powerful en- 
emy. The training of battalions and the 
manufacture of guns in England and 
their transfer to France represented 
only the first stage of real preparation 
for our task. 

‘‘Here they must be organized into di- 
visions, corps and armies under the 
actual conditions of warfare before they 
could become worthily effective as a 
whole in any decisive effort against a 
foe whose staff training, reinforced by 
experience in the field must remain ex- 
cellent, however exhausted he becomes.

Hospital Vessels That Stray in 
Way of Legitimate Prey a 
Nuisance, He Says. 


Special Cabie to the Post-Dispatch. 


By RUDYARD KIPLING. 


LONDON, June 28.—Following are 
extracts from another article by 
Rudyard Kipling, recounting the do- 
ings Of British submarines: 


HEN the crew of a Turkish brig- 
VW antine full of stores got into 
their boats by request and then 
“all stood up and cursed us,” the E-14 
did not lose her temper, even though it 
was too rough to 
ebandoned ship. She told Acting Lieu- 
tenant R. W. Lawrence of the Royal 
Navy Reserve to swim off to her, which 
he did, and after a “cursory search’”’ 
(who can expect to Sherlock Holmes for 
hours with nothing on?) set fire to 
her “with the ald of her own matches 
and parafine oil.’’ 

Then the E-14 had a brawl with a 
steamer with a yellow funnel, with a 
blue top and black band, lying at a 
pier among some dhows.- The shore 
took a hand in the game with small 
guns and rifles and as the E-14 ma- 
neuvered about the roadstead ‘“‘as requi- 
site,”’ there was a sudden unaccounta- 
ble explosion which strained her very 
badly. * 

“T think,’ she muses, “I must have 
caught the moorings of a mine with my 
tail as I was turning and exploded it.”’ 
It is possible that it might have been 
a big shell bursting over us, but I think 
this unlikely, as we were 30 feet below 
at the time. 


A Philosophical Boat. 
She is always a philosophical boat, 


anxious to arrive at a reason of facts, 
and when the game is against her, she 
admits it freely. Sailing dhows full of 
grain had to be destroyed. At one ren- 
devous, while waiting for the E-1, the 
E-14 dealt with three such cases and 
then ‘‘towed the crews in shore and gave 
them biscuits, beef and rum and water, 
as they were rather wet.”’ 

Passenger steamers were allowed to 
proceed, because they were ‘full of 
people of both sexes,’’ which is an un- 
cultured way of doing business. 

Here is another instance of our insular 
type of mind: An empty dhow passed 
which the E-14 was going to leave 
alone, but it occurred to her that the 
boat looks ‘“‘rather deserted’’ and she 
fancies she sees two heads in the water. 
So she goes back half a mile, picks up a 
couple of badly exhausted men, fright- 
ened out of their wits, gives them food 
and drink and puts them aboard their 
property. 

Crews that jump overboard have to 
be picked up, even if, as happened in 
one case, there are 20 of them and 
one of them is a German bank man- 
ager taking a quantity of money to 
a Chanak bank. Hospital ships are 
carefully looked over as they come 
and go and are left to their own de- 
vices, but they are rather’ of a nuis- 
ance because they force the E-14 
and others to dive for them when 
engaged in stalking warrantable 
game. There were a good many hos- 
pital ships and as far as we can 
make out they all played fair. 

Then there were queer amphibious 
battles with troops who had to be 
shelled as they marched toward Gal- 
lipoli along the coast roads. The 


‘F-14 went out with the E-11 on this 


job early one morning, each boat 
taking her chosen section of land- 
scape. Thrice the E-14 rose to fire, 
thinking she saw the dust of feet, 
but each time it turned out to be 
bullocks. When the shelling was 
ended I think the troops marching 
along that road must have been de- 
layed and a good many of them killed. 


Do Not Always Rejoice 
The Turks brought up a fiela gun 


in the course of the afternoon (your 
true believer never hurries) which 
outraged. both boats and they left 
accordingly. But one cannot’ re- 
joice over dead Mohhammedans un- 
less they are Arabs and I have never 
met one in “The Trade” who did. The 
next day she changed billets with the 
E-11, which had the luck to pick up 
and put down a battleship close to 
Gallipoli. It turned out to be the 
Barbarossa. Meantime the E-14 got 
a 6000-ton supply ship and later had 
to burn a sailing ship loaded with 200 
bales of leaf and cut tobacco. ‘“Turk- 
ish tobacco.” Small wonder that the 
E-11 came alongside that afternoon 
and remained so for an hour. Prob- 
ably making cigarettes. 

The E-2 commander in the stocks 
carried an externally mounted gun 
which, while she was diving yp the 
Dardanelles on business, got hung up 
in the wires and stays of a net. She 
saw them through her conning tower 
and scuttled to a depth of 8 feet, one 
wire hawser aroupd a gun, another 
around the conning tower, and so on. 
There was a continuous crackling of 
small explosions overhead which she 
thought were charges aimed by the 
guard boats who watch the nets, 
®she considered her position for a 
while, backed, got up speed and shot 
through the whole affair in one wild 
surge. Imagine the roof of a navigable 
cottage after it has snapped some tele- 
graph lines with its chimney and you 
will get a small idea of what happened 
to the hull of the submarine when she 
uses her gun to break wire hawsers 
with. 

The E-2 was a wet, strained and un- 
comfortable boat for the rest of her 
cruise. She sank steamers, burned 
dhows, was worried by torpedo boats 
and hunted by Hun planes, hit the bot- 
tom freely, and frequently, silenced fort, 
that fired on her from lonely beaches, 
warned villages who might have joined 
in the game that they had better keep 
to farming, shelled railway lines and 
stations, would have shelled a plier but 
found there was a hospital buflt at 
one end of it, “so we could not bom- 
bard,”” came up on dhows crowded with 
“female refu which she allowed to 
proceed,’ and was presented with fowls 
in return, but through it all her chief 
preoccupation was that racked and 
strained gun and its mounting.

Here for the moment the record ends.

WORD JUGGLING WON’T DO. 

Denouncing President Wilson for using diplo- 
matic methods instead of the mailed fist in deal- 
ing with Buropean belligerents and for avoiding 
war as long as possible with Mexico, Col. Roose- 
velt assumes that Mr. Hughes would have acted 
differently; he contrasts him with peace-mak- 
ing Mr. Wilson as a war-maker, as a man who 
in the presidency would have flung aside reason 
and diplomacy and used the strong arm to set- 
tle our controversy with Germany. Mr. Wilson 
is described as “weak and vacillating,” Mr: 
Hughes ‘as a man of “force and vigor.” 

Is Col. Roosevelt authorized to speak for Mr. 
Hughes? Would Mr. Hughes have opposed the 
German invasion of Belgium? Would Mr. 
Hughes, who himself criticises. President Wil- 
son’s handling of the submarine controversy 
have done more than the President—would he 
have delivered a war ultimatum to Germany? 
Would he have blustered and threatened and 
bullied” the warring nations, regardless of 
reasonable consideration and of consequences? 

Would Mr. Hughes have used the strong arm 
where Mr. Wilson has exercised patience and for- 
bearance in Mexico? 

Does Mr. Hughes toss aside as weak and worth- 
less the whole splendid record of diplomaticene- 
gotiations by which President Wilson established 
our neutral rights and conserved civilization? 

We prefer, if possible, to take Mr. Hughes at 
his own rather than Col. Roosevelt’s valuation. 
What would Mr, Hughes have done that Mr. 
Wilson has not done and what would he have 
left undone that Mr, Wilson has done? 

Let Mr. Hughes himself answer these ques-

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LEAGUE NEEDS A PERISCOPE. 
In the last campaign the Independent Voters’ 
League operated as an entity known only as 
Lock Box 656, at the Postoffice. This year a Post- 
Dispatch reporter discovered a meeting of the 
league in progress, attended it and printed an ac- 
count of the proceedings, to the embarrassment 
of politicians present. Later the carefully guard- 
ed headquarters of the mysterious organization 
were located by the Post-Dispatch in a building at 
the corner of Pine and Ninth streets. 
Some progress is accordingly being made in dis- 
pelling the secrecy surrounding the workings of 
the league.

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WHEN THE BOY ENLISTS. 

There is nothing like the valor and heroism 
of sheer youth, just as its brilliancy and beauty 
are incomparable.

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NEITHER CONQUEST NOR SPOIL. 

The refusal of Gen. Carranza to release the 
United States soldiers held as prisoners of war 
will no doubt make it necessary for the Presi- 
dent to address Congress on the subject today 
or tomorrow. 

Whatever power may be asked and to what- 
ever extent it may be exercised, the general as 
well as the incidental purpose of the American 
people in the matter should be made known at 
once. We:already have a punitive expedition 
in Mexico which is not hostile to the Mexican 
Government or nation. It will not help matters 
any to give the new enterprise any such appella- 
tion. If we move upon Chihuahua to liberate 
the soldiers held captive by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment we cannot deceive ourselves or any- 
body else by the pretense that it is not an act 
of war. 

Justifiable as such a measure must be regard- 
ed, its object should be made as plain as its 
provocation. In conferring upon the President 
authority to use force against Gen. Carranza it 
is the duty of Congress to say at the outset that 
we have no purpose in Mexico that is incon- 
sistent with the integrity and independence of 
that republic. We are to redress wrongs in- 
flicted upon ourselves and to insist upon guar- 
antees that they shall not be repeated. We are 
not to retaliate with other wrongs such as con- 
quest and annexation. We are not seeking spoils. 

The time to bind ourselves in this respect is 
now when the evil influences, political and 
financial, long rampant for war, with or without 
cause, do not dare, in the faces of the marching 
thousands of patriotic young men, to flaunt their 
greed. Congress may easily and honorably say 
today the words that months or years hence a 
rapacious lobby bent on plunder will make vast- 
ly more difficult of utterance. 

If circumstances compel us to carry our arms 
into Mexico we should know, the Mexicans should 
know, and the world should know, that our sole 
aim is pacification and good neighborhood. That 
pledge we stand ready to seal with generous 
American blood. To make the purpose so clear 
that it never can be questioned, Congress should 
emphatically disavow in the name of a great 
people any other motive whatever. —

INFANTICIDE AT KARLSRUHE. 

The report of the casualties resulting from 
the air raid on Karlsruhe is from German 
sources and its accuracy is to be assumed. It 
indicates® that 110 persons, of whom five were 
women and 75 children, were killed. The 
itwounded number 147, of whom 20 were women 
and 79 children. 

From the total of 257 kflled and Injured, in- 
cluding 25 women and 154 children, It appears 
that this was the most destructive in human 
victims of any single air raid made by either 
side during the war.

DISCRIMINATION IN 
WATER RATES HERE 


Tells Public Service Commission 
That Manufacturing Inter- 
ests Are Favored. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 2.—pis- 
crimination in St. Louis water rates, in 
favor of the manufacturing interests, 
and against the general consumers of 
water, was charged by William F. 
Woerner, attorney for the Civic League 
and other organizations, in a heating 
before the State Public Service Com- 
mission, yesterday. He asked the com- 
mission to nullify the present St. Louis 
rates and to issue an order putting into 
effect a new scale. 

“These rates,”’ said Woerner, referring 
to the schedule established by city or- 
dinance for the product of St. Louis’ 
municipal waterworks system, ‘‘are the 
most .flagrant and odious in favor of 
a Class that I have ever seen. The pub- 
lic utilities law is aimed at just such 
discrimination as this. 

“For 12,000 cubic feet of water used 
during six months the manufacturer 
pays 6.75 cents a thousand, while the 
consumer for the same amount pays 12.15 
cents a thousand. Again, the manufac- 
turer pays 4.4 cents a thousand for 24,000 
cubic feet, while the general consumer 
pays 11.43 cents, or nearly three times 
as much. 

“Here the manufacturer’s rate re- 
mains at 4.4 cents, and how fares the 
consumer? For 100,000 he must pay 9.09 
cents per thousand; for 200,000 8.28 
cents per thousand; for 1,000,000 he must 
pay 6.75 cents per thousand, and if the 
general consumer uses 10,000,000 cubic 
feet in six months his rate still remains 
at 5.94 cents per thousand feet. 

“Why place a halo around the head 
of the manufacturer by giving him 
cheaper water? Why dip into the pock- 
ets of us all to favor a class? You 
might as well say that manufacturers 
should ride on the street cars for 2% 
cents, while the rest of us pay 5.’’ 

The city was represented by Water 
Commissioner Wall and Associate City 
Counselor Davis and A. F. Versen, in- 
dustrial commissioner for the Business 
Men’s League, was also present to up- 
hold the existing rate. Davis said he 
would file a brief in reply to Woerner’s 
argument,

Several Tell in Will Contest of 
Association With Him in 
Last Year of His Life. 


NEW YORK, June 28.—The first testi- 
mony in support of the will of Amos F. 
Eno, now being contested by the heirs 


at law before Surrogate Cohalan and a 
jury, was offered yesterday. The con- 
testants are nieces and nephews, includ- 
ing Gifford and Amos Pinchot. 

A number of well-known men who 
were friends of Eno testified that they 
believed he was of sound mind during 
the last year of his life and at the time 
he executed the will in question. Among 
them were Robert E. Dowling, president 
of the City Investing Co.; George R. 
Read, real estate broker; Municipal Jus- 
tice Wauhope Lynn and ex-Justice WIil- 
liam N. Cohen. 

Dr. Calvin 8S. May said he knew Eno 
both in New York and Saratoga and 
observed no change in him during the 
last year or so before his death. George 
R. Read testified that he had known 


talked with him about leasing certain 
property. His appearance was un- 
changed and he was “frike auy ‘other 
gentleman of mature years.”’ He ad- 
mitted that Eno appeared to have suf- 
fered from the effects of his operations. 

William V. Van Pelt, a real estate 
man, and Peter R. Weilar, who had 
met Eno here and in Europe, testified 
that he was rational, although Mr. Wei- 
lar thought he was not so ‘“‘spry”’ in his 
later years as, he had been. 

Justice Lynn told of dining with Eno 
in January, 1915, @ few months before 
he made his will, at the home of Wil- 
liam Mitchell, one of the executors. 
Asked what was discussed at the dinner, 
Justice Lynn said they commented on 
the quality of Mitchell’s whisky and 
the merits of the food. 

“Mr. Eno asked me if I was one of 
those Judges who kept tenants in 
houses when they didn’t pay their rent, 
and I admitted that I had indulged in 
that frailty,”’ said Justice Lynn. “T 
asked for advice on real estate matters, 
because I always like to get advice 
cheap, and Mr. Eno pitied me because 
my property was mortgaged. He told 
me he was under greater expense from 
his high class property than from his 
‘cold water and walkups,’ meaning tene- 
ments where there is no elevator service 
or hot water.” 

Ex-Justice Cohen said that when he 
met Eno not long before his death he 
noticed nothing except that he appeared 
to be having trouble with his eyes as 
the result of the removal of a cataract. 
Dowling testified that he met Mr. Eno 
in the corridor of the City Investment 
Building in 1915, when he talked over 
real estate matters intelligently and un- 
doubtedly knew what he was talking 
about.
